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TIMBER DEPREDATIONS,. 

The cases of trespass upon Uncle 
Sam's timber lands, although still in 
abeyance, are now ina fair way to 
reach amicable settlement. Represen- 
tative Page has forwarded to Secretary 
Schurz the memorial which was gotten 
up by the indicted parties, and largely 
signed by prominent officials of Cali- 
fornia. This document sets forth the 
loose manner in which purchasers of 
public lands have been made, and the 
fact that purchases attempted in good 
faith were subsequently declared 
fraudulent. Mr. Page sets forth ex- 
cellent reasons for an abandonment of 
these cases. He shows that the most 
valuable mineral land has been sold 
for $2 50 per acre, and parties were 
allewed to gocupy them and possess 
their wealth without payment. He 
farther shows that trespassers have 
never been forced to punitive payment 
in any part of the United States, the 
government having reccived only 
$242 50 from such fines. In view of 
the facts that the government has per- 
mitted the spoilation of its domain, 
and that the timber taken was abso- 
lutely necessary to the industries of 
California and Nevada, it is argued 
that any vindictive prosecution would 
be highly unjust. Representative 
Page also shows that the timber men 
were willing to buy all of the land 
used, but were prevented by the stat- 
utes, and since $2 50 is the highest 
price ever paid for goveroment land, 
he asks that these tresspassers be 
allowed to pay that sum for each acre 
despoiled, and that the suits be dis- 
missed. 

The argument is just, and should 
prevail. The government has never 
protected her timber land, and now (o 
ruin scores of worthy men, who were 
unable to buy that which the industry 
of the State demanded, would be 
neither just, econon.ical or politic. 
Let these men pay for the lands, as 
they would have done long since had 
‘there been opportunity, and let the 
government not pursue its citizens for 
being victims of bungling laws. The 
laws of necessity were, in this case, 
much stronger than those upon the 
statute books. The government would 
do simple justice in accepting the 
proposition.

1. According to the London Feono- 
mist, for the tem years ending the 31st 
of December, 1876, there had been 
used in the arts and ornawents gold 
bullioh fo the value of about 6100, 
000,000; and according to Seyd, abaut 
the same amount of silver had been 
consumed in Europe io the same man- 
ner, or $10,000,000 annually. 

2. For the same period there had 
been exported from Europe to the 
East or Asia the sum of $258,550,000 
in silver bullion, of which $55,450,000 
had gone in 1876. 

3. During the same period in the coin- 

e of subsidary silver, in Great Brit- 
ain, about $20,000,000 of silver bullion 
had been consumed. 

2. During the sume decade the new 
gold coinage of the world had reached 
the sum of $925,000,000. 

5. It is estimated that in 1877 the 
amount of silver in the great banks 
and treasuries of the world aggregated 
$220,175,000, and in 1876 .$230,300,- 
000, or barely $10,125,000 more. 

6. For the two months of January 
and February, 1878, Great Britain 
has imported gold coin and bullion 
to the value of $8,762,000 aud ex- 
ported $17,971,000, or $9,209,000 in 
excess of imports; that is te say, 
England in the last two months lost 
as much as $9,209,000 of gold. 
Of this golkl, France recei 92. 
985,000; Germany, $6,781,000, and 
the United tates, $2,700,000 
For the same two months British im- 

rts of silver were $14,642,000 to 
$15,752,000 of exports; of these im- 

rts Germany furnished no less than 

642,000, h ie of the exports Brit- 
ish India and China took $11,829,000, 
or $1,231,000 more than for the same 
two months of 1877—which shows 
that the India or. Oriental demand has 
not abated. The export to India 
alone im the month of February was 
to the value of $6,950,000, or more 
than double that for the same two 
months io 1877. «
